Death of an Indian Prince 
Snakes Have Appeared In 
Ireland. 



London, Nov. 10. — South Africa 
threatens once more to absorb public 
attention in Great Britain. Lord Salis- 
bury in his speech at the inaugural 
banquet of the Lord Mayor in the 
Guildhall last evening, held out little 
hope of immediate pacification, and the 
return of Lord Roberts is still problem- 
atical. One of those most seriously 
interested and best informed as to the 
future of the belligerent regions, when 
asked by a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press what whp going to happen, 
and how soon it would happen, replied: 
"Unfortunately, I am not a minor 
prophet." That voices the government's 
attitude. The ministers have given up 
speculating as to when peace will be 
thoroughly restored, and, to use Lord 
Salisbury's phrase ancnt China, they 
are " waiting for the situation to de- 
velop itself." 

Generals are returning, but others are 
constantly leaving England's shores to 
report them. A recruiting depot is 
being established in London to supply 
1,000 men for Gen. Baden-Powell's 
South African police force, and recruits 
are constantly going to join the regi- 
ments in the Transvaal. 

In conjunction with Lord Salisbury's 
open references to the possibility of 
Great Britain being taken unawares by 
some powers, this state of affairs in 
South Africa does not breed confidence. 
In His Lordship's defence of the war 
office many people believed they saw 
open threats to. Lord Wolseley nnd in 
the sharp retort to Lord WolseleyV re- 
cent criticisms. Lord Salisbury drew 
attention to the enforced silence with 
which Lord Lansdowne (the late secre- 
tary of state for war) was obliged to 
stand criticism for the faults of the 
army officers. He warned his hearers 
that if the criticism was persisted in, 
the time might come when his silence 
would ho broken and the onus lnid 
heavily and publicly on the right 
shoulders, though he deprecated having 
recourse to that. 

A curious feature connected with the 
war was Mrs. Richard Chamberlain's 
vigorous attack on the army hospitals 
before the hospital committee this -week. 
The somewhat extraordinary spectacle 
of the sister-in-law of the Colonial Sec- 
retary sitting two hours before that 
grave body and teaching a man like 
Justice Homer his business, created no 
little sensation. But 'for the woman 
who took ont to South Africa - 500 hot- 
water bngs and re-organized the ehnri- 
ties, and who has the reputation of 
being the only individual ever known 
to affect the judgment of the Chamber- 
lain brothers, the task was compara- 
tively light. 

The death of the Maharajah of 
Patnlla at Simln on November 8 re- 
moves one of the best nnd most inter- 
esting products of Anglo-Indian rule. 
He was the first vdgning prince to 
blend the elements of the English 
gentleman and Indian potentate. Edu- 
cated at Cambridge, he returned to 
India and put in force in his rich king- 
dom the reforms which ho had care- 
fully absorbed in England, endowing 
free hospitals for women, establishing 
orphanages, drilling troops, sending 
them io help n BrWish expedition, nnd 
leading them persomfly. Ho was one 
of the finest amateur billiiirdists of the 
day. The deceased was a close friend 
of Lord William Beresford, Lord Rob- 
erts and other well-known people. Ho 
was passionately fond of horses, nnd 
imported n splendid stud nnd an Irish 
expert named Bryan to be master of the 
horse. at Patalia. With Bryan went his 
daughter, and the Prince fell desper- 
ately in love with her. proposed and 
was accepted. The Sikhs murmured 
and threatened revolt, and the Imperinl 
government., dreading trouble, endeav- 
ored to break off the match. But both 
Great Britain nnd his own subjects 
were outwitted and eventually np- 
peased, the bride embracing the Sikh 
faith. Her reign was short. Accom- 
panying her husband during a campaign 
in the icy Himalayas, she died of pneu- 
monia. ' The Prince brought back the 
body hundreds of miles to Patalia, 
where the remain-; were cremated with 
all the Sikh rites, which this week were 
accorded to himself. 

The determination of the United 
States steel manufacturers to invade 
these markets is not apparently worry- 
ing the English trades to any great ex- 
tent, judging from the opinions of the 
master cutlers of Sheffield nnd the head 
of one of the greatest steel organiza- 
tions in the country, who said to a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press: 

" I do not believe the trade in steel 
rails in England will ever amount to 
much. Every manufacturer gets a cer- 
tain surplus, which, if he can find a 
market for it. is clear profit. We are 
getting the United Slates surplus, and 
believe they are selling cheaper here 



than in their own country. When such 
competition becomes serious it will be 
necessary for the United States manu- 
facturers to devote morn than their 
surplus to this market. When they do, 
I believe they will find they cannot beat 
us in prices or quality on our own 
ground. Business Here Is as good 
ever, and promises to remain so. I 
cannot say we have yet felt the pinch 
of United States rivalry." 

Mr. Thorneycroft, England's torpedo 
boat builder, has been expressing inter- 
esting opinions on submarine boats. He 
does not believe it necessary for Great 
Britain to build submarine boats, even 
if the experiments of other nations have 
been quite successful. He is carefully 
studying the problem of devising a sub- 
marine destroyer, should it ever become 
necessary. He regards the American 
submarine boat as the best type yet pro- 
duced, but he doubts its efficiency even 
for harbor defence. In spite of the 
pessimistic view of Mr. Thorneycroft, 
the British admiralty has at Inst de- 
cided to grant an official trial to n sub- 
marine boat designed by J. E. Howard, 
of Tasmania. 

A novel feature of the Lord Mayor's 
banquet was the appearance of the 
mayors of the newly created boroughs 
of London. The titles sound strange, 
but the idea seems t.» meet with general 
approval. Among the new mayors of 
London are two dukes, one earl, four 
members of the House of Commons, 
and two knights. 

St. Patrick's decree and the experi- 
ence of hundreds of years to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, snakes have beeji 
found in Ireland. Two specimens of 
the ring snake have been found at Bray. 
They immediately paid the penalty of 
death, and the skins are kept as great 
eruiosities. The Irish press maintains 
that the reptiles were imported from 
England.

He also issued a warrant 
for the arrest of W. Waldo Mason, in 
whose office Ziemer has a desk. Mason 
ha« not yet been found. The raid re- 
vealed the fact th.it the ramifications of 
the alleged fraud reach all over the 
country, and even to England nnd South 
America. Documents show that the 
conspirators had handled thousands of 
cases within the last three years, and 
that money had poured into them in n 
steady stream. An average of $70 was 
paid for each decree, and in some eases 
as high as $250. Tli* raid was directed 
by Assistant District Attorneys linger 
nnd Gordon. Ziemer's desk was forced 
open first. It contained hundreds of 
Wters from men and women all over 
the country regarding progress of their 
cases. Tn Mason's desk n larrro collec- 
tion of the same nature worn discovered, 
with 5,000 or more specially prepared 
blanks of Inquiry. 



Hongkong, Nov. 10— A typhoon struck 
the town last evening, and raged until 
morning. The British river gunboat 
Sandpiper was sunk, and her crew are 
reported to be safe. Great damage and 
loss of life occurred among the native 
craft, but it is impossible as yet to- 
ascertain the full extent. 

During the typhoon the British gun- 
boats Tweed and Firebrand and the 
coast defence ironclad Wiverr. were in 
great danger, us they were dragging 
their anchors, and the Firebrand was 
shipping heavy seas -and rapidly filling. 

All fired distress signals, and the Brit- 
ish torpedo boat destroyer Otter pro- 
ceeded to their assistance. It was a 
dangerous undertaking, owing to the 
furious sea nnd the great masses of 
floating wreckage. 

The Otter succeeded, however, in sav- 
ing the crew of the river gunboat Sand- 
piper, with the exception of one man; 
and the weather moderating, she also 
saved the other vessels mentioned. 

The Canton papers report the execu- 
tion of Chu, a prominent leader of the 
Triads; and arrest of Yung Po, a prom?'

McAULEY ANGRY. 

Only Member of Chicago Ambulance - 
Corps Who Stuck to His Work. 

Paris, Nov. 10.— Dr. H. L. McAuley,. 
of Chicago, who has arrived in this city 
from the Transvaal, tells the representa- 
tive of the Associated Press that he in- 
tends to present a claim for $100,000 
damages against the Portuguese govern- 
ment for imprisonment at Lorenzo Mar- 
lines as soon as he can lay his case be- 
fore the state department at Washing- 
ton. 

He says he is one of the few Chicago • 
members of the Bed Cross Society who 
refused to tear off the badge of organi- 
zation and shoulder a rille in behalf of 
the Boers. Throughout the war Mr. 
McAuley alleges he stuck to the ambu- 
lance and tended both the Boer and Brit- 
ish wounded. * 

Dr. McAuley is very incensed at the- 
treatment which he declares Americans' 
received at Lorenzo Marques, being 
singled out for nrre.st among all the re- 
fugees. He himself, he adds, was 
thrown into prison for five, days, finally 
being shipped off to Europe via Trieste, 
without a charge being made against him 
or being placed on trial. All his surgi- 
cal instruments and personal effects to 
the value of $700 disappeared during his 
incarceration. The authorities, Dr. Mc- 
Auley further asserts, .refused to permit 
him to communicate with the United^ 
States minister at Lisbon. Dr. Mc- 
Auley sails for home next week.

lie was poor, and always remained pour. 

but he knew how to cheer up the heart 
. of the poor when, in his "Ode to Honest 
. Povert y," h e enohled it by saying: 

•'The rank Is but the guinea's stamp. 

The man's the gowd for a' that.' 

He found in his heart sunshine to 
brighten the gloom of sin when he ftild: 
"Then gently scan your brother man: 
Still gentler sisU r -.'.'01111111: 
Tho" they may gang a kenuln wrung. 
To step aside Is human.' 

To Scotchmen, thousands of miles 
j-twny from home, he brought sun- 
shine, -when he sang: "My heart is 
in the Highlands," and he made their 
pulse heat faster when lie reminded 
them of the glory of the brave old days 
with the words of Bruce to hta men at 
Br.unockburn. _V; .. k 

Above all, ho spread the sunshine of 
his heart on all, men and women, young 
and old. on all who can feel, in their 
'.iiearts, the hcauty and grandeur of true 



love, when he sang: 

"John Anderson, my Jo, Johu. 

We dumb the hill thejvltber. 
And many a cauty day, John, 

We've had with aiie anlther; 
Now. we maun tetter down. John. 

But hand in hand we'll go. 
Aud sleep theglther at the foot. 
John Anderson, my Jo." 
"Tho world ought to be grateful to 
Robert Burns, and we must be grateful 
to those who have erected the first monu- 
ment in the Dominion to perpetuate his 
memory." 

Loud applause greeted the conclusion 
of His Honor's remarks. His Worship 
Miiyor Hnyward then acknowledged tho 
gift on behalfof tho city. He suid 
that on behalf of the city of Victoria, he 
accepted with pleasure the charge to 
carefully guard and maintain this hand- 
some monument in honor of oue of our 
greatest poets, and hoped that it would 
keep green in our memories recollections 
of the brilliant genius, wit, humor, pa- 
thos aud patriotism of Scotia's noblest 
eon. 

He then read tho conditions of the 
deed of gift, and said that though oue 
of the first canons of municipal law for- 
bade anticipating the future or placing 
burdens on those coming after us, he 
was sure that in all time to come- none 
would he found to repudiate the pledge 
be now gave, that the civic authorities 
would always be pleased to preserve this 
loving tribute of Victorians to Burns' 
memory. But if, unfortunately, this 
pledge should be disregarded and. either 
through neglect or other causes, thin tes- 
timonial sliotud disappear and not a 
block or vestige remain, the works and 
name of Robert Burns, written witli his 
own hand in immortal characters, would 
slill endure and continue to shed a lustre 
and glory of the Scottish race us long 
as the world, and literature and love of 
country held a place in it. 

Rev. Ur. Campbell was tho next 
speaker. He said: 

The Lowlands of Scotland as a separ- 
ate nationality came in by two 
warriors — Sir William Wallace and 
Robert Bruce — and went out by two 
bards— Sir Walter Scott and Robert 
Burns. The first two made the his- 
tory, and the last two told the story 
and sung the song. This year is tho 



Burns had his faults— for who is per- 
fect? Let us, cast the inuutle of charity 
over his shortconiiugs, and drop the tear 
of pity on his early grave. He passed 
away in darkness, but his name shall 
shho. in literature until the Anglo- 
Saxon race and language shall be no 
more. 

Dr. Campbell wns followed by Mr.. 
Helnicken, who said: 

May it please Your Honor, Ladies 
ami Gentlemen and Children : — It 
affords me very great gratification 
and pride to he allowed to partici- 
pate in tho proceedings on this 
memorable occasion— first us one of the 
committee and as president of the St. 
Andrew's & Caledonian Society — the 
oldest Scotch society in this city — which 
together with the Sir William Wallace 
Society was instrumental in undertak- 
ing the work of the erection of this 
monument. It is my great pleasure to 
thank His Honor ur his grnciousness 
in consenting to honor the event with 
his presence and unveiling the monu- 
ment—the happy result of tho combined 
efforts of the Scotchmen of this city. 
It is not without hope that as His 
Honor had succeeded demonstrating 
how Robert Burns " infused " his sweet 
pathos in all minds, His Honor 
by the same token might lie induced" to 
spend the rest of his days with us. Now, 
Mr. Mayor, tho Scotchmen have com- 
mitted a great trust to the keeping of 
the corporation! ami woe betide any 
member of the corporation who should 
prove recreant to the trust, and (point- 
ing to the Highlanders in front) when 
you mention this fact to tho council at 
the next meeting, you will plume re- 
mind the members of these stalwart 
defenders who will a'ways be ready to 
defend in case of need. It is well 
known that no race shows greater fond- 
ness and ir> more attached to homo than 
tho great Scotch people: and while not 
yielding the palm alone to Robert Burns, 
— as the speaker bad as much reverent, 
respect for Sir Walter Seott— Robert 
Burns had loft his impress upon the 
Scottish people by his writings, which 
were valued the world over. He also 
gloried in the fact that one of the

Mist anniversary of Scotland's national 
poet.

So short is the space between the cradle 
of so much obscurity and the grave of 
so much glory. Little Pitt, Lord Chat- 
ham's son, and little Burns entered the 
world the same year.

which tho said society agreed to. The 
chief of the Sir William Wallace So- 
ciety at the time being Mr. J. R. Mac- 
kio,' engraver, and of tho St. Andrew s 
Caledonian Socioty, Mr. J. G. 
Brown, builder and contractor.

London, Nov. 10. — Lord Roberts, tele- 
graphing from Johannesburg under date 
of November S, gives an huercstiug re- 
port to the war ollice. He says: 

" Gen. Knox states that ho takes no 
credit for the very successful engage- 
ment of November (1, which was due in 
the first instance to the determination 
of LeGallais never to lose touch with 
tho enemy, and secondly to tho able way 
in which DeLisle handled the firing line 
after LeGallais and Ross were wound- 
ed. 

" Smith-Dorion reports that the two 
days' lighting mentioned was very hard. 
His force consisted of 250 mounted 
troops from the Fifth Lancers, the 
Royal Canadian Dragoons and Mounted 
Rifles, two Royal Canadian Artillery 
guns, four guns of tho 84th Battery, 
and 000 of the Surtolks and Shrop- 
shires. 

"Our casualties tho first day wore six 
killed and 20 wounded, chiefly of tho 
Shropshires, who fought splendidly. 

"The next, day tho Boers tried to 
seize the strong position on tho bank of 
the Komnti, from which they were 
beaten out on November 0, but wore 
prevented by Col. Evans^ the- Canadian 
mounted troops, and ,two of the 84th 
Battery's guns galloping two miles and 
selling it in the nick of time. 

" The roar, on the return march, was 
defended by Col. Lessard, with th 
Canadian Dragoons and two Royal 
Canadian guns under Lieut. Morrissey 

" Smith-Dorion says no praise can be 
too high for tho devoted gallantry those 
troops showed in keeping off tho enemy 
from the infantry convoys. 

" In tho afternoon an event unprece- 
dented in this war occurred, when sonic 
200 mounted Boors suddenly charged 
the rear guns to within 70 yards, when 
they wore stopped by tho Canadian 
Dragoons. 

"During the fight 10 of the Cann- 
dinns fell into the hands of the enemy 
who treated them kindly and released 
them after removing their own dead 
mid wounded, duriug which operation 
the Canadians were compelled to lie on 
their faces, in order that they might nut 
soo how heavily the Boors had suf 
ferod. 

"Our casualties wore 2 killed and 12 
wounded." 

Ottawa. Nov. 10.— Sir Alfred Milnor 
cables to the militia deportment thnt 
Corp. McDonald, of the Mounted In- 
fantry, is missing. 

A cablegram from Col. Drury says tho 
Artillery, Dragoons and Rifles will sail 
for Halifax about December 1. 

Toronto, Nov. 10. — City Treasurer 
Condy reported to the board of control 
yesterday that of 122 members of the 
first South African contingent who wore 
insured, 0! bad returned; 7 had died, 
and 71 sailed from Capetown 011 tho (1th 
instant.

The Tacoma's 

Close Call 



Steamship Victoria Passed Her 
In Very Close Proximity In 
Mid-Ocean.; 



Empress of Japan and Duke 
of Fife Sail For the 
Orient. 



Steamer Victoria, which arrived yes- 
terday morning from the Orient, had a 
narrow escape from coming into col- 
lision -with her sister liner Ta coma in the 
Pacific, many hundred miles from land. 
It was on November 1 at 7:55 a.m., when 
five days out. The weather was stormy 
and foggy. The Victoria had the wind 
on her port quarter, and was steaming 
along at a 12-knot gait. Suddenly there 
was 

the lookout, and the Chinese standing 
forward began to run aft. The liner 
was passing within six yards of the 
Tacoma. The Tacoma was hove to, 
for the fair wind of the Victoria was a 
head wind for her, and high seat; made 
it unfavorable weather. The <HI1- 
cers of the Victoria, who tell of passing 
the Tacoma under such unique circum- 
stances, all say it was one of the closest 
shaves from a disastrous collision that 
they have seen. 

The Yumaguchi Maru, of the N. Y.K. 
line, and one of the fleet which ran from 
the Orient to Victoria for that line until 
she was replaced by the Idzumi Maru, 
did not escape so well as the two other 
steamers. According to advices brought 
by the Victoria, she ran down and sank 
thct French transport Caravane in the 
inland sea of Japan, causing the loss of 
the transport and three lives, including 
that of the French commander. The 
collision occurred about midnight, when 
the watch was being changed. The col- 
lision occurred so suddenly that it is 
difficult to obtain satisfactory informa- 
tion as to how it happened, but one 
statement from the French crew is that 
the Yamaguchi Maru— now commanded 
and officered by Japanese— tried to pass 
on the wrong side. She struck the 
Caravane nearly amidships on tin; port 
side, almost cutting her in two. The 
commander, who appears to have been 
near the spot which the Yanittffuchi 
Maru struck, was killed, anil nlso the 
man at the wheel. Another seaman 
who was at the wheel managed to 
escape A third man, a deck hand, 
was either killed or drowned, hut there 
are no particulars as to how he met his 
death. The Caravane is stated to have 
remained afloat for 15 minutes after the 
collision. The men jumped for their 
lives. As all sailors in the French 
navy are taught to swim, they easily 
made their way to the Ynmagtichi 
Maru, one man even managing to save 
his box. It is alleged that the Yama- 
guchi Maru made no attempt to lower 
any boats, although a gangway wan 



THE KMPRESS SAILS. 

Bonds Given For Claim of Owners of 
the Bark Abbey Palmer. 

As stated yesterday, the Empress of 
Japan was libeled by the owners of the 
bark Abbey Palmer through their legal 
representatives in this city. The own- 
ers of the hark claim $35,000 damages 
as a result of the collision, and will en- 
deavor to recover that sum in the Ad- 
miralty courts of this city. The C. P. R, 
put up the $35,000 to cover the claim, 
and the steamer was not held. It is un- 
derstood that they will make n counter 
claim for damages against the bark. 

The work on the Empress was com- 
pleted last night by the large gang of 
carpenters, iron workers and boiler mak- 
err who havo been at work on the ves- 
sel since she came into the outer wharf 
on Wednesday at noon. The work Was 
done by the Albion Iron Works Co., nnd 
the speed and workmanlike manner in 
which they made the temporary repairs 
to the liner reflect much credit on them. 
The split plate was patched and well 
rivited, and the crumpled up and broken 
upper platee of the bulwarks were cover- 
ed with heavy timbers, behind which was 
built a wall of cement. The repairs have 
been executed more for strength than 
for beauty, for they are to be torn away 
o:i the arrival of the steamer at Hong- 
kong for the permanent work.

RAIL TO THE NORTH. 

Tho people of Victoria uiiwt take up 
the question of railway extension to the 
i.orth end o£ Vancouver Island very 
earnestly, for it ie likely to encounter 
some opposition from people resident 
here. The Colonist has been surprised to 
lenru that certain persons, who take a 
more or less active interest in public mat 
tors, are inclined to antagonize the pro- 
ject, because of some fancied injury that 
".will bo done to this city. We have good 
reason to think that the Dominion gov- 
ernment regards the project very favor 
ably, especially if it is to form a part of 
a through line of communication between 
Central and Northern British Columbia 
and tho Yukon, on the one hand, and 
Victoria and Vancouver on the other. 
"Yet, strange to say, it is this latter phase 
■of the scheme which has given rise to 
.the hostility referred to. The idea that 
'.traffic to and from the North shall be 
carried by express trains the whole length 
of Vancouver Island its repugnant to 
thtiu. They see in such a state of things 
u blow at what they are. pleased to call 
.the commercial supremacy of this city 
There is a lot of ineffable poppycock 
promulgated in regard to this alleged 
commercial supremacy, of this city. J uet 
now Victoria has the bulk of the North 
ern business, but if any one is foolish 
enough to suppose that the rest of the 
-world is going to stand by and let her 
keep it without a struggle, or that there 
is any chance of keeping it unless we 
have the best possible transportation 
facilities, he is hugging a delusion to his 
breaat. There in only one way to keep 
supreme in anything, and that is to b 
able to do it a little better than any one 
else. That is how Victoria ought to get 
herself placed in the matter of Northern 
transportation, and a railway to the 
north end of the Island will do it. 

\Vo have a special reason for thinkin 
that the people of Victoria should show 
themselves to bo thoroughly in earnest in 
tho matter' of this railway. The E. & N 
railway is very largely owm d by the Pre 
mier of the province. The Premier is 
pledged to a policy of railway construe 
tion. This railway ought to form a part 
of any such policy. There are reasons, 
however, why the Premier might hesitate 
about asking the house to grant aid to a 
railway which will undoubtedly material 
ly enhance the value of bin property, al 
.though the benefit to the people at large 
would far transcend any advantage tin 
projected line would be to him. Never 
theicss, any scheme of railway develop- 
ment, which does not embrace assistance 
in some form to this project, will be in- 
complete and highly unsatisfactory to the 
people of Vancouver Island. The initia 
tivc must come from the public, and it 
should be a forceful initiative. We know 
that, while .Mr. Dunfiinuir may by and 
bye build the line to the north end of 
tin? Island, if no O'le else does, he is not 
particularly desirous of doing so. Mis 
.other business occupies his full attention. 
He has repeatedly exi.rcs^eu re.nii- 
.ness to transfer all Jijs franchises to 
ether people and give them every assist- 
jiuce in his power to secure government 
aid from Ottawa, but naturally, • and, 
most people will think, much to his cred- 
it, he has not volunteered to use his in- 
fluence as Premiorvto get aid from the 
province. This very laudable attitude on 
his part must not be allowed to stand in 
the way of the consummation of bo de- 
sirable a project. Mr. Duasmuir will not 
propose, of his own accord, a subsidy to 
a line from the northern limit of the 
tt. & N. grant to Hardy Bay. It would 
ibe unreasonable to expect him to! But 
.the people want that very thing, and they 
an list assert themselves so that the legis- 
lature will grant the aid in spite of Mr. 
Dunsnmir's very reasonable and easily 
understood position. Time is slipping 
around and there is none to be wasted in 
.this matter. 



A POET OF HUMANITY.' 

Unto all men God gives a, messago to 
their fellows. Most of us deliver it only 
in our family circle or to the narrow lim- 
its of the community which wo call home. 
■Others^peak to the nation; a few have a 
j.ieissage. for the world. The message of 



some is soon forgotten, for its purpose is 
only temporary. Those of others live 
through the ages, ringing out with clear- 
er tones ae the centuries pass. When 
the great chorus sang at the Peace Jubi 
lee in Boston in 1876, those -who were 
near henrd a great volume of sound, out 
of -which it was impossible to distinguish 
one voice above the others: but as they 
moved away first one tone after another 
was lost, until only the clear note of the 
great prima donna could be heard. So 
it is with the messages which the Creator 
commands us to speak. Contemporary 
audiences may not be able to distinguish 
the master tone, but when yearn have 
passed it rings out clear enough. Tho 
message may be delivered in different 
"ways. It may be through the hammer 
and chisel, beneath the strokes of which 
the cold marble becomes endowed with 
life. Think of the mysterious power 
which guided the chisel of a Phidias, so 
that the message of his work has endur- 
ed for centuries. It may be through the 
brush of the artist. What was it that 
Titian placed upon the canvas, which 
neither you nor any one else to-duy can 
find in tho color box'.' It may be through 
music, as Handel told us in his "Dead 
March," of the sadness of death and the 
matchless joy of the resurrection. It 
may be through the pen, as all the poets 
of humanity have spoken, and amonc 
them none with a firmer or truer speed 
than Robert Burns. Burns is in a class 
by himself. He is the greatest of his 
kind, because he is the only one. As 
Shakespeare was the poet of the mind, 
standing alone and unapproachable, aw- 
ing us with his splendor and grandeur, 
like some mighty mountain peak, capped 
with its eternal snow, so Burns stands 
apart from all others, like the evening 
star, whose beams defy the colors of the 
fading sunset. 

Burns found his message in his own 
heart, and gave it to the hearts of oth- 
ers. His poems reflect his inmost soul, 
now gay, uow grave, now bright, now 
sombre, as changeful as summer clouds 
at evening, lie tells "Bonny Peggy Al- 
lison": 

"Ilk care and fear, when thou art near, 

I ever may defy them, O ! 
Young kings upon their hansel throne 

are not so blest as I am, O!" 
Tho anguish of his heart and his trust 
in God are expressed in such poems as 
Winter, or in those prayers, which are 
worthy of a place beside the writings of 
the great Psalmist: 

"But if I must afflicted be 

To suit tome wise design; 
Then man my soul with firm resolve 

To hear and not repine." 
is the concluding stanza of one of these. 
In John Barleycorn we have a vein ot 
subtle humor, which makes us wonder 
why any one should have thought 
a surgical operation necessary to get a 
joke into the heads of certain estim- 
able people. The wisdom of Burns, and 
every true poet is wise^ appears in all 
manner of unexpected place's. 
"O wad some Power the giftie gie us 
To see ourselves as others see us" 
was written on a rather ignoble subject, 
but it, like some of the words which 
Shakespeare put into the mouths of the 
greatest men of the world on the greatest 
occasions, will live as long as the lan- 
guage, and this is because it expresses a 
thought half-formed in most minds. Like 
a true poet, he was also a true democrat 
lie not only told us that "a name is but 
the guinea stamp," but he said: 
•'But while we sing 'God save the King,' 

We'll ne'er forget the people." 
Dike a true Scotchman, be gloried in the 
men who "wi' Wallace bled," but like a 
loyal Briton, when invasion threatened, 
he asked: 

"Does haughty Gaul invasion threat! 
Then let the louus beware, Sir; 
There's wooden walls upon our seas, 

And Volunteers on shore. Sir. 
The Nith shall run to Corsincon, 

And Criffel sink in Solway, 
E'er we permit a foreign foe 
On British ground to rally." 
But why go on? His poems are an 
inexhaustible mine, for when you have 
found all the diamonds in it, each gem 
will take on a hundred hues from the 
light in which it is regarded. We might 
ride with droughty Tain "by Alloway'fl 
auld, haunted kirk," or join with the 
bard in larks 
"Upon that night, when fairies light 
On Cassilis Dowans lance," 
as he calls Hallowe'en, or weep with him 
beside the grave of Highland Mary, 
he is always the poet of humanity, speak- 
ing from his heart to the hearts of mil- 
lions for more than a century past and 
for centuries yet to come. 



A MEMORIAL. 



When speaking at tin- unveiling of 
the Burns memorial, Mr. Helmcken 
took occasion to say that the time has 
come when we mast think of ;i fitting 
memorial to the brave Victoria boys 
who sleep in South Africa. This is very 
true, but. \\« want the memorial to do 
more than thai. We want it to lie a 
perpetual reminder to the people of the 
men, who were the first Canadians to 
go across the seas to light the battles of 
their Queen. The historical signifi- 
cance of the despatch of the Canadian 
contingents must not be lost sight of, 
nor ought the names of the British 
Columbia hoys to lack a permanent 
record. The memorial ought to contain 
the name of every British Columbian 
who went to the front. Mr. Helmcken 
will undoubtedly second this suggestion. 

It is very timely to take this matter 
up. Our boys hava noi quite done their 
work, for some of them are yet in the 
field; but the memorial ought to be 
ready to be unveiled on May 24th of 
next year. If this is to be the case, 
there is little time to lose, and His Wor- 
ship the Mayor wil] perhaps think it 
aJi.i^ablo to invito tho citizens to meet 
him some evening soon in the City Hall 
to. talk the matter over.

great cold winter, than If they were out 
r-ooug fr'aridR. with civilization, a warmer 
climate, and -ill the comforts thai go with 
If. They can't tell you the reason, but 
they know It Is true. 

"We like to come out," they will say. 
"but we hunger te get back, and are rest- 
less and unsatisfied until we do.". 

Ami that It Is not at: nil certain thai the 
charming writer Is proof against the In- 
fluence of tho leo nueen of the Northland 
Is evidenced from her final beautiful pic- 
ture. She pays this glowing tribute to the 
country we nil love to call our own: 

"The beautiful Northern 1 country Is like 
"»lier untouched lands, wild and lovely, 
grandly peaceful with the peace that 
( one's from nature, while she has been left 
to work her own sweet will undisturbed 
for centuries.

ARTIFICIAL DAYLIGHT. 

The Search After Something That Will 
Exactly Imitate Nature. 

The London Electrician abstracts a 
paper read before the British association 
on "The Production of an artificial light 
of the same character ns daylight." The 
need of an artificial light which should so 
Close'y resemble daylight as to show col- 
ors in their true relationship has long been 
felt by -workers in colors. The pccullai 
character of daylight is due essentially 
to the modification produced by the at- 
mosphere in the light from the sun. As 
the electric arc light is nearest daylight 
iu character, they have attempted to im- 
itate by direct absorption the effect pro- 
duced by scattering in the atmosphere. 
The light of nn arc light consists of two 
distinct parts: The light from the glow- 
ing carbons, and the light of the arc itself 
characterized by its richness in violet 
rays. In lamps of the enclosed arc type 
the length of the arc is increased, and 
consequently such lamps give a light 
richer in violet rays. Although arc 
lamps vary somewhat in the proportion 
of violot light, they all agree iu being 
richer than daylight in the amount of 
red, orange\ and yellow rays, compared 
with the amount of green and blue. 
Owing to tho peculiar transparency of 
colors to red light, it is of primary im- 
portance that the proportion of red light 
should be carefully adjusted. Small 
variations in the amount of violet light 
are of minor importance. The required 
absorption of the less refrangible rays 
can be effected by means of blue cupric 
salts. A solution of copper sulphnto 
shows strong absorption at the extreme 
red of the spectrum, the absorption ex- 
tending with diminishing intensity into 
the green. For practical purposes the 
light from the arc is modified by passage 
through pale blue gloss covered by means 
of copper. This colored glass may con- 
veniently take the form of a globe rc- 
placing the ordinary globe of the arc 
light.

Rebellion So 

South Cliaoa 



Advices of Fighting In the South 
Received by the Steamer 
Victoria. 



A Bloody Battle Between the 
Chinese Troops and 
Boxers- 



Advices were received by the steamer 
Victoria, which arrived yesterday moraine 
of the existence of a serious rebellion in 
Southern China. The centre of the outbreak 
Is in Hwang-si and the rebels there have 
been joined by large numbers from Xennan 
and Kuelchou. Marshall Su, the Imperial 
commander In chief, has called for rein- 
forcements to make war against the rebel') 
as he corridors the rebellion Is swelling to 
auch an extent that It bids fair to be more 
formidable than the Talping rebellion of 
the fifties. Ue insists on having 100,000 
well armed men for the task of putting 
down the rebellion. 

A force of Infantry and artillery- have 
been depended upon by the British to pro- 
tect the Kowloon frontier, nnd the British 
force came Into contllct with the Triads on 
the 20th ult. The torpedo destroyer Handy 
was about to land troops and supplies when 
the rebels were seen advancing on Sam- 
ehtm. The Handy threw a lyddite shell 
among them, killing forty, and routing 
them. 

A battle took place near Kunngnlng be- 
tween the rebels and Chine;": troops. The 
rebels were advancing on the town nnd the 
Imperial forces who had been awaiting 
tbem met them on the bank of the North 
river. The Imperial troops were defeated 
with great loss and Kuangnlng fell Into the 
hands of the rebels. At Shnwnn, later, the 
Imperial troops were again defeated by the 
Triads, who were led on this occasion by 
Dr. Sun Xat Ken. 
A Nonchang correspondent writes: 
"Building forts, putting In mines, enlist- 
ing nnd drilling troops, Is the general 
order of the day. The city that success- 
fully withstood a siege of six years by the 
Talping Tebels Is preparing, If necessary, 
to -withstand an Invasion by foreign troops. 
Experiments have beeu tried In the explo- 
sion of mines. A local genius had Invented 
n mine that he claims will completely an- 
nihilate the foreign troops. A mine -was 
laid In the river, n large Junk was nnchored 
over It, and In the presence of the governor 
and other officials the mine was exploded, 



blowing the Junk Into fragments, and In 
every way proving Itself to be 11 grand suc- 
cess. Two land mines were also exploded, 
the Urst proving a failure, while the second 
did ugly work, nnd would have created 
havoc had It exploded In the midst of a 
company of troops." 

The following detailed account was re- 
ceived by the Victoria of a battle between 
Chinese and Boxers near Tsaugchou, Shan- 
tung Chlhll borders, ending in the utter de- 
feat of the BoxerB. The advice states that 
General Mel, commanding Governor Yuan 
Slilhkal's troops at Tsangchou, and engaged 
in keeping the Northern Boxers from enter- 
ing Shantung, has had no fewer than four- 
teen battles with the enemy since the be- 
ginning of September, during which the 
lights occurred In the vicinity of Tsang- 
chou, wdilch Is still held In force by Gov- 
ernor Yuan's troops, who have hitherto 
succeeded very well In preventing the en-

of Tsangchou. The Boxers combined num- 
bered over 12,000, while General Mei's 
forces only numbered 8.000 of all arms. 
But the challenge was nccepted, nnd Gen- 
eral Met, after leaving a little over 2,000 
men to hold the city nnd placing l.fiOO men 
with artillery on the rising ground outside 
the city walls to cover his retreat should 
he be outnumbered by the enemy, marched 
nit with nearly 4,000 to attack the enemy. 
The battle raged from 8 o'clock In the 
morning to dusk, Just before which, seeing 
that the right wing of the Boxers, who 
were strongly posted In the villages nnd 
dykes and forced the troops to attack them 
In the open, were suffering severely from n 
battery posted near by, and had bflnm to 
waver, General Mel sent 1,500 covering 
troops to nftnek them on the dank. The 
Boxers did not wait for these fresh troops, 
but were soon seen streaming to the north- 
west of the town Into the marshes. This 
was the signal for a general advance nnd 
pursuit by the troops. The coloring 
troops then made a detour and stopped the 
Boxers from getting Into the marshes, while 
the pursuing troops, coming up the enemy 
were cut down almost to a man. This right 
wing happened to be entirely composed of 
Tien Tsin Boxers under Ch'on.who was cap- 
tured. This man. with some .10 desperados, 
refused to retreat when he saw the battle 
was lost, but held his ground In a strongly 
entrenched and walled hamlet. Here Gen. 
Mel, with 200 cavalry found him, and a 
desperate fight ensued. The troopers dis- 
mounted nnd stormed the place, and a 
couple of Maxims being brought up, the 
whole band was slain without a single cry 
for quarter. Ch'en's head was then brought 
back to Tsangchan In triumph, and adorn- 
ed the walls of that city. Nearly 0,000 
Boxers were killed In this bustle, over 3,000 
olf whom were Tien Tftln men. Gen. Me' 
was wounded, his losses being .100 killed, 
and twice the number wounded. The Shnn- 
tung Boxers belonged to those who went 
to Pekln In May last, had been defeated, 
nnd were now trying to get back to their 
homes to find the door shut ngnlnst them by 
Governor Yunn: hence their persistency In 
attacking Tsnngchou. 

Advices were a'i;o received that while the 
Empress of the Japanese was Journeying 
by train to Hnmn lilklu on October 2f> she 
wns made the victim of nn assault by a 
fanatical Japanese. While the EmpreRs' 
train wns passing Yurnkucho the mnn 
throw a purse. In which there were some 
stones, at the train, nnd afterwards threw 
his wooden shoos at the window of the 
Empress' carriage. A policeman saw the 
assault and Immediately arrested the man. 

The man arrested claimed that he had 



been born In an imperial palace, and had 
been living In the enre of peasants since 
three years old. ne had gone to Toklo to 
have himself reinstated In his royal Im- 
perial rights, and his requests had been re- 
fused. He had then awaited for the train 
of the Empress and threw the missiles, he 
said, to attract her attention. This was 
the man's confession. It was afterwards 
found that he was suffering from tnsnntlty.

HAS SEEN MUCH SERVICE. 

New Commander-in-Chief of Esquimalt 
Fleet Has a Lengthy Record. 

The Naval and Military Record says 
of the recent change of the admirals of 
the North Pacific fleet: 

" Rear- Admiral Lewis A. Beaumont 
has been appointed commander-in-chief 
of the Australian station, in succession 
to Rear- Admiral Pearson, whose ap- 
pointment will shortly expire. Rear- 
Admiral Andrew K. Bickford, C. M. G.. 
.has been appointed commnnder-in-chief 
of the Pacific station, in succession to 
Rear-Admiral Beaumont. 

"In view of the inauguration of the 
Australian Commonwealth, special im- 
portance attaches lo the selection of the 
oflleer who will have control of the 
Squadron at the Antipodes, tu the sup- 
port of which, if will be remembered, 
the colonists already contribute. Rear- 
Admirnl L. A. Beaumont is in his 54th 
year, and when Lord N"- f 'il>vook was at 
the admiralty, in 1SS2-S5, lie acted as 
his private secretary. As n commodore 
he flew bis broad pennant in the train- 
ing squadron, and after three years at 
Whitehall as director of naval intelli- 
gence, he proceeded to the Pacific in 
March of last year. He wears the 
Arctic medal, bestowed in 1876. Tliw 
successor, now that he has been moved 
to the more important command in Aus- 
tralian waters, is. curiously enough, 
nearly three y^ars li's senior in age and 
service, though his promotion has been 
slower. 

"Rear-Admiral A. Iv. Bickford is in 
his r>7th year, and was last employed, 
three years ago, as superintendent of 
Pheerness doeVyard. His C. M. G. 
dates from 1885. and -was awarded in 
recognition of his special services in con- 
nection with the release of the crew of 
the Nisero from the natives of Acheea. 
Sumatra. During the Fenian riots of 
18C8-68 his name became familiar, as 
ho was one of the officers of the Re- 
search, off the Trish const. Before this 
be had; fought, with distinction at 
Simono-seki."

Sir:— Will you .kindly allow lae space In 
your paper to correct an erroneous Impres- 
sion that Is being circulated quite lurgely 
ii ml Is galulug credence in a. discreditable 
form, which I very much regret. It la 
said that I- preached politics from the pul- 
pits of my mission and openly advocated the 
support of one of the .candidates, who. It 
was alleged, was supported by me because 
of my "party" attachment. In the llrst 
plne\ I did not preach "politics." but 
principles that should govern Christian 
voters in general only and prohibition only 
In particular, and since that question was 
r.ot a par: of the campaign platform, for 
information sake. I stated the name by 
three candidates for thia constituency, to- 
gether With their relative standing with re- 
gard to that matter, as far as I wns In pos- 
session of the same, quoting only the exact 
words of one of them, from whom I had It 
In writing that he would support the cause 
of the prohibition liquor traffic, and I did 
not also affirm that lie wns "a temperance 
man," nor did I ask the people to vote for 
him. but endeavored to Influence votes 
through conscience alone. From the llrst 
mention of the name of this particular can- 
didate, I expected he would give such assur- 
ance. Concerning the other two. I was by 
good reasons convinced I could not expect 
It, and further enquiries have not enabled 
me to change that opinion. I further strong- 
ly exhorted my congregation for religious 
and Christian reasons not to allow "ordin- 
ary party alliances" or money considera- 
tions to Influence their votes as over ugalnst 
the cause of prohibition, regurdlng their 
alliance to God and the church as stronger 
than to political lender or party. This was 
done In agreement with the Rplrlt of n pub- 
lished appeal made "under the authority of 
the Methodist church." "to employ the 
rights of their citizenship to uproot and 
destroy tile liquor traffic," and to "examine 
well whether our ordinary party alliances 
are not at war with the public Interest In 
this regard." The said appeal over the 
Hlirnntures of the Revs. nr. Carman, general 
superintendent of the Methodist church: 
Wm. Kettlowell and D. r>. Brethour. on 
behalf of the standing committee on tem- 
perance, prohibition and moral reform, (On- 
tario section) I rend from my pulpits on the 
previous Sunday. And finally, I declare 
most solemnly that I am not In spirit or 
choice In any degree truly allied to nnv 
nnlltleal party, and flint I am tenderly and 
deeply sorry that I have hurt the feelings 
of any. In having followed my conscien- 
tious convict inns and performed what seem- 
ed to me mv timely and sacred duty to 
Cod anil man. The above denials of ut- 
terances refer to my words publicly spoken 
In the churches.

DIVOUCE IN FORTY SECONDS. 

A Verbatim Report of Proceedings In Which 
the Law's Delay Does Not Figure. 

From Kansas City Journal. 

A divorce In forty seconds! That was the 
record lu Judge Henry - * court yesterday. 
At 11:00 a. in. Airs. Jessie Lyon entered the 
court room, the wife or Smith Lyon. At

"He deserted you In 1807!" 
"Ves, sir." 

"Has been gone ever since?" 
"Yes, sir." 

"Has he contributed anything to your 

support?" 
"No, sir." 

"How long have you lived In Jackson 

county?" 
"Over a year." 

Mrs. Lyon was excused from the stand 
ami one of her witnesses called. 
Testimony of Mrs. Bell Koss. a witness 
"Are you acquainted with Mrs. Lyon?" 
"Yes, sir." 

"She is a woman of good character and 
reputation?" 
"Ves, sir." 

"Do you know anything about the diffi- 
culties between her and her husband at all?' 
"No, sir." 

"You know lie deserted her?" 
"Yes, sfr." 

Frank II. Rogers, called as a witness, tes- 
tified : 

"Vou are acquainted with Mrs. Lyon, the 
plaintiff in tills suit?" 
"Ves, sir." 

"Shi- Is a lady of good character and repu- 
tation?" 
"Yes, sir." 

Judge — "Decree of divorce to plaintiff." 

A lawyer held his watch In his hand from 
the moment Mrs. Lyon took t he stand Un- 
til the last witness had testified, and It 
wns all done so quickly Hint only forty sec- 
onds elapsed. 

"He died of heart failure." said the doc 
tor. 

"Of course, of course." returned the per- 
verse man: "everybody does that, but 
what made his heart fall?"

In the heart of China, 7110 inb7« from 
Shanghai, on the banks of the Honng-ho 
or Yellow river, live seven families of 
Chinese Jews— the sole remnant of TO 
clans, 5,000 strong, who came int.) the 
Celestial Kingdom at the time 'Of Ming- 
to IL, who reigned about 111!) A. 1J. 

These seven families represent what at 
one time was a power in China— a city of 
Jews, so wealthy and esteemed that nu 
Emperor built a" niuguitieent synagogue 
lor them and made one of them Ihe treas- 
urer of -u great province, another a Gen- 
eral in the imperial army and honored 
them in various ways. Thou in the gol- 
den age of Judaism in China, these 
Chinese Jews prospered to ho great an ex- 
tent that they grew careless in their wor- 
ship and neglected the Cod of their fath- 
ers. To-day their synagogue is a ma 
of ruins, most of it sold to furnish foi 
lor the seven surviving families, and ab- 
ject poverty reigns among them. Their 
sacred books have been sold, their relig- 
ious rites forgotten, their language has 
become a mere memory and their origin 
one of the mysteries of the mysterious 
Orient. 

The existence of Chinese. Jews has long 
been a mystery, for although their pres- 
ence and existence have been estab- 
lished beyond doubt, yet so much of their 
history is speculative that the most pro- 
found scholars and students of Jewish 
and Oriental history have been at vari- 
ance as to their origin. The survivors 
and those seen and spoken. to during the 
bust 2oO years, all bore the uumistak- 
itlile racial imprint of the Jew. There 
could be no doubt, on that score. Not 
only that, but fhey observed most of the 
customs of their ancestors • and worship- 
pod in the orthodox manner. The fact 
of their Hebraic origin and descent has 
iwt been in dispute, but the why and the 
wherefore of their presence in China lias 
caused considerable controversy among 
tlntm interested in such mutters. 

Some have held that they were the lost 
tribes of Israel, but this wild specula- 
tion, especially as China was referred 
only once in the bible when heuiuh (xxxix, 
12 says: "Behold — and these from the 
h'nd of Siniin (China)." At the lime of 
Isaiah, 740 B.C., Tiglath Bileser III., a 
contemporary of Jeroboam II., ruled 
Egypt, and the Jews were even then re- 
nowned traders, whose voyages extended 
inf« the farthest Biiat. If the Chinese 
.lewis had been the lost tribes, Chinese 
history would in all probability i have re- 
ferred to them and their own history 
would have done likewise. Neither is 
the icase. 

Chinese history asserts that .the dews 
canxe to China during the reign of Ming- 
te II., of the Han or Tsin dyn:irtt.y, about 
!il9. The history of the Jews tliomaelves 
declares that rfiey came to China 22-1 
A.D„ from Tluv.ui' Chub (Cahul). Their 
leadens were the heads of the Vuu. Le, 
Gac, Kaon, Chaou, Kin, Chow, .Shili, 
Hwang, Nee and Tso families. They 
brought with them tribute of "si jvang 
pu" — cloth from the Western ocean, This 
might *pxve us a ctew as to their origin, 
but it is doubtful us to which ocean ; is 
meant. It. may he the Indian ocean, the 
Bed Sea. the Mediterranean or even .one; 
of the Inland seas of Asia. 

In the ,Cl3,vs of Ming-te II., China was. 
the most (highly clvUiwid nation in the 
world, and all the world traded with her 
Half a doeeii caravan roads led across 
Asia to the marts of China and the Jews, 
following theSr occupation of traders, 
travelled over them repentevJly.

It is probable tTjjit the Jewish traders, 
firding the country fertile and the peo- 
ple friendly, advised their hrethern to 
emigrate.

No 
sooner bad the caravan arrived thau the 
Chinese bestowed the name upon them — 
the followers •nt the religion which en- 
joins the extraction of the sinew — Tiau- 
kiu-kiuu. This referred to the Hebrew 
custom of extracting the sinew or nerve 
of flesh used for fond. 

For many years, nearly OIK), the settle- 
ment at Kai-flUig-fU prospered and grad- 
ually Jewish traders [HMietriltod to all 
parts of the empire. Thev established 
an important trading station at Ningpo, 
which they used as a port of entry. So 
-is j well did tfcey do that in the year SOO, 
id | another influx of Jews took place and the 
power and influence of the settlement in- 
creased greatly. Chinese history lirst 
mentions the .lews in the eleventh cen- 
tury, when the annals of one of the dyn- 
asties refers Id them as having served 
in the imperial army with distinction and 
bravery. The next mention is found on 
a tablet erected in their temple, discov- 
ered by a Jesuit in 1511. This tablet 
declares that the religion was founded by 
A-woo-lo-han (Abraham . who handed 
down the precepts to Maysbe (Moses). 
The synagogue or temple was built iu the 
first year of Lunghlng, of the Sung dyn- 
asty in the twentieth year of the sixty- 
fifth cycle (1104). Lee-ching and Woo- 
sze-ta, two rabbis, superintended the con- 
struction of the temple, while Yen-to-la 
furnished the funds. The structure 
burned down and was rebuilt in 1270, 
on T'hoc-she-tsze street, on the south- 
east side. 

This temple was seen iu rthe seventh 
century by one of the Jesuit fathers, aud 
according to his description, was a sup- 
erb affair, This authority asserted that 
the temple was 1150 feet long 150 feet 
wide. Before, or. rather around, the 
synagogue proper, was a series of courts 
extending from east to west. In the cen- 
tre of the first court was n large and 
beautiful arch of white alabaster, in- 
scribed with golden, letters, dedicating 
the place to the Creator and Preserver 
of ail things. ..i. 

In tin- Holy of Holies beyond, which 
only the moolah could enter at tile time 
of prayer, stood twelve tables, each bear- 
ing a roll of the law — one for each tribe 
iu Israel.

In 1013 Julius Al- " 
eni, who, because of his great learning, 
was dubbed the European Confucius by 
the Chinese, visited Kai-fung-fu, but was 
not permitted to see the Pentnteuch, thu 
fime of which hud reached his ears. 

This Peueteuch, so report had it, was 
handed down from father to son from the 
earliest days of Judea. Of course, the 
devout Jesuit fathers were most anxious 
to obtain possession of this religious 
treasure aud nearly every year, ambas- 
sadors went to Kai-fung-fu with offers of 
money and influence, but iu vain. It was 
not until 1073 that Father (Juzani was 
permitted to see the Pentateuch and soon 
discovered that it was only fragmentary. 
Upon bis return to Europe, he published 
a pamphlet detailing his .experience and 
giving a translation of the tablets and 
scrolls he hud seen. This pamphlet 
caused no end of discussion and innumer- 
able tracts and tomes wore written to 
prove that the Chinese Jews wen. de- 
scended from the lost tribes and more 
especially from Ahusuertts, the wander- 
ing Jew. Tho stories grew and grew, 
until they assumed fantastic proportions 
mid the wildest conjectures prevailed. 

All sorts of propositions wore made to 
solve the mystery, hut nothing of impor 
tauce was done until 1S50, when a Jesuit 
expedition started from Hong Kong, ac- 
companied by two Christian natives. 
After being absent for some months, they 
returned with the news that the settle- 
ment at Kai-fung-fu was in a deplorable 
state. 'The few remaining Jews lived in 
the ruins of the synagogue, half-starved 
and broken in spirit. They had no rab- 
bi, had forgotten their language almost 
entirely, and had sold the synagogue bit 
by bit, in order to sustain life. 

Now the Chinese Jews number less 
than 100— Jews only in name, wretched, 
poor, despised Pariahs, mere echoes of 
the forgotten race.

It there is oue occasion more signifi- 
ennt than another in the all-aroun.l life 
of a Yankee ruan-o'-wnrsman, it is the 
lucky chance that finds him in a home 
port on election day. Trtie there are 
other "welcome diversions that occasion- 
ally fall to his share— such, for example, 
cs taking his ship into action or sitting in 
judgment on the merits of a thanks- 
giving banquet. But such privileges 
are commonplace in the extreme when 
compared to the momentous novelty of 
manipulating his ballot in the interest of 
the country in general— and himself in 
particular. The fates have, oa the 
■whole, been singularly magnanimous to 
.lack cn the question of hits suffrage 
rights. It is true that various of our 
commonwealths, whose extreme iuterior 
situation would seem to constitute ample 
safeguard against any surplus political 
patronage from the navy, have farmer 
hedged themselves about the prohibitory 
lawn, specifically relating to the followers 
of that illustrious organization. However, 
superfluous as the measure at a casual 
glance might appear, its adoption and per 
petuation is not without justification. Ou 
the contrary, it suggests an astute en- 
lightment on the part of its originators, 
as to certain weird antics occasionally 
ascribed to the material of the navy ou 
election day in our less exacting seaboard 
states, where the political prerogatives of 
the fraternity in question are recognized 
to a somewhat abnormal extent. 

The fact is that however deep the in- 
terest Jack manifests in all elections 
where he is apt to be thoroughly non- 
partisan in his principles. All political 
creeds are one with him. Whatever the 
outcome of the issues at stake, it Will in | 
nowise affect his berth. The security of 
his position and the certainty of his pay 
are the least of his worries, while the 
more momentous questions such as shore 
liberty "bum-boat" privileges will con- 
tlnue to be regulated by his sea-going 
superiors. So why should he discrimi- | 
nate between such miner questions as Re- 
publicanism and Demorcracy or bother j 
his preoccupied brain over such trifles as 
tariffs and trusts when it comes to poll-! 
ing his ballot? But, nevertheless, the 
fascination of the voting booth, when | 
environed by his somewhat extravagant 
notion of co'nvival associations, is intense 
with Jack— even if the result is not nl-| 
together compatible with the most exalt- ; 
ed ideas of purity in election matters. | 

It was in California, at the fall elec- 
tions of 1S!12 that the writer assisted in 
the interesting process of voting nearly 
1.000 of Uncle Sam's saiiors and marines. 1 
Our ship, together with five others of the 
Pacific squadron, had been lying at the 
Mare Island unvy yard for over thi-ty 
days, when election day arrived, which 
fact entitled such members) of the vari- j 
OUS crews claiming shore residence in 
the neighboiing town of Vallejo to the; 
privilege of casting their vote at that j 
place. Accordingly orders were issued I 
ou the day preceding the election to poll 
the vessels in order to' ascertain the mini- 1 
her of Vallejoites in the fleet. Whether 
to the surprise of tbe various comman- 
ders or not, the returns were certainly 
astonishing enough to the junior mem- 
bers of the personnel. The results aboard 
our own vessel may be taken as a fair ex- 
ample. The ship's complement consisted 
of exactly ISO men, less than one half 
of whom" were native born "Americans, 
llio remainder including among other 
miscellaneous aliens eleven Japanese 
mows attendants. And when the list of 
eligible voters was handed in by the crew, 
it footed up exactly 178 United States 
citizens, every one of whom declared 
Vallejo to be his permanent voting place. 
It was perhaps fortunate for the general 
veracity of the vessel that the two mar- 
ines who presumably resided elsewhere 
between cruises were confined to their 
hammocks with inflamatory rheumatism 
on this auspicious occasion. 1 

However, no preliminary challenges 
were issued by the comuiamling officer, 
and oa the following day all hands were 
ordered to prepare to go ashore by watch- 
es and vote. It was arranged that the 
starboard watch should go first, and its 
89 men were turned over to me by the 
executive officer with the following la- 
conic injunction. 1 

"One vote and one beer only for each 
man. Hustle them through and return 
aboard before dinner." , 

Hustle, indeed! It was then S o'clock, 
and by allowing ea -h man the regulation 
three minutes for preparing his ballot 
and another for disposing of his drink, : 
I lacked just one hour and fifty-six minu- 
tes of the time it would consume. How- 
ever, I neglected to figure this out until 
afterward, though had I calculated the 
problem by the most approved lightning 
method beforehand, I would most pro- 
ba lily-have "bed on my ability to con- 
dense 'oiinot's and beer into the allotted 
four hours, rather than hazard any cri- 
ticism on the order of my superior. j 

It. wns l"*.s than five minutes by ferry! 
to the Vnllej i shore and had the way been 
perfectly clear from that point to the first 
voting "precinct, there Is no estimating 
what 1 might have achieved in voting' 
those SO sailor men. But the moment 1 
tin- expedition disembarked at the land- 
ing it was met by a delegation of politi- 
cal buccaneers, to whose blandishments 
the men fell an easy quarry, and in spite 
of all protest I beheld my command dc- : 
generate before my eyes into a dozen 
different squalls, which were piloted 
away to as many waterfront saloons by 
their triumphant captors. In vain I 
strove to reorganize my disbanded col-; 
umu! No snner would I succeed through 
combined coaxing and threatening in re- 
assembling a small proportion of the 
force, than it was straightway annihi- 
lated again by my piratical adversaries — 
the rounders. 

As matters progressed I realized the 
ruinous outcome that threatened the un- 
dertaking, I resorted to heroic measures 
and seizing upon a brace of jackies who

All this I gath- 
ered from the fact that not even a rem- 
nant of the command in question was 
anywhere. in sight, while I only identified 
him as an officer by his silver collar de- 
vices, both sleeves having been torn 
from his blouse, his cap being gone and 
his features battered beyond all recogni- 
tion.

It would make a long story and involve 
a preponderance of detail more exciting 
than edifying, to relate all that followed 
on that eventful day and the one follow- 
ing—how the pout watch of the fleet was 
sent after the starboard watch, and how 
it finally took the entire marine guard 
from the navy yard to round up both and 
bring them back aboard the various ships. 

It is doubtful if so many Jack Tars 
were ever before or since turned loose 
among a community of voters as on that 
memorable November day at Vallejo. 

But be his number great or small, so 
long as there remains a seaport town 
where the American man-o'wars-man is 
entitled to a vote and he is on hand to 
avail himself thereof, depend upon it, 
his enthusiasm over the attendant fes- 
tivities will more than offset his indiffer- 
ence regarding the paramount issues of 
the day.

PUltE BHED STOCK. 

Mr. E. Bullock- Webster Makes Some In- 
teresting Remarks on the Subject. 

From Slmllkaiueen Star. 

In conversation with E. Bullock-Webster 
of Kereineos, oe. the subject of Improving 
the stock of the ranches, he said: "There Is 
uo greater believer hi Improving stock than 
myself. For two years I was connected 
with one of the largest pure bred stock 
farms la Ontario, Just at the time when 
the country was a wakening to the Im- 
portance of the subject. And the result 
Is to be seea to-day In the wonderful im- 
proved condition of the stock and the far- 
mer. The stock men of the Slmllkaiueen 
have had to work under difficulties In the 
way of Importing sires, and all things con- 
sidered have not done so badly. 

"You know the story of the first pure 
bred bull to cross the Hope mountain: 
How Messrs. Allison and Hnynes 
brought up a grand shorthorn from Cali- 
fornia, and after a careful and weary Jour- 
ney over the mountain he died the follow- 
ing day at Mr. Allison's ranch. Ami how. 
nothing dimmed .Mr. Hayes started off 
once more for San Francisco, and soon ro- 
tvrned with a second bull which not onlv 
llved. but has left his mark down to the 
present day. 

"Since then and that was many years neo 
every opportunity has been taken to put 
gud sires on the range. Messrs. Cawston, 
Lowe and Rlehter have Imported from Ore- 
gon, and from the East, and a year aeo 
the principal cattlemen commissioned me 
lo purchase a carload of shorthorns In 
Ontario. Knowing the right district to go 
to, I found every hell) given me In selecting 
Hie stock, and succeeded In getting together 
twelve representatives of some of the best 
families In the province, four of which lie- 
long to tile famous Isabella strain. It was 
rather lute in the season when I went Fast 
last year, most of the suitable animals hav- 
ing been picket) up by buyers from the 
Western States. 

"I Intend spending the winter In Eng- 
land anil expect to be bail; In Toronto 
about next March. I shall brine one car of 
stock home with me, and In tbe event of 
my getting sufficient orders would make 
up a second one. I rlo pot care what kind 
of stock Is wanted. Includlmr poultry, pigs, 
or sheep, provided It Is pure bred, nor do 
I expect to do more than cover expenses, 
since I realize that each addition of the 
Improved stock or all the country means 
an advantage to lis nil. 



PATERNALISM IX GLASGOW. 

How the Big Scotch City Provides for the 
Welfare of Its Citizens. 

From London Dally Mall. 

It Is when he Is single that the Glasgow 
worklngman need spend little ou the neves- 
aarles of life. The corporation has devised 
enormous common lodging houses, a! vary- 
ing prices, but much cheaper than corres- 
ponding places In London. Private enter- 
prise has followed the municipal examp'e. 
The man cap for from 3d. to lid. a night 
obtain accommodation of the most comfort- 
able kind. With a little cubicle to himself, 
ami with abundant common rooms, every- 
thing he wants Is at hand. There are ilres 
and cooking utensils for him. with attend- 
ants to clean up after he has done. lie can 
buy raw food at cost price and cook it him- 
self, or he can. If he prefers, buy cooked 
stuff at 'off rales. 

If the Glasgow workman Is left a widow- 
er he can go to the Municipal Family 
Home, where each of his children will be 
cared for by trained nurses, fed and tended 
while his rather Is earning his living foi- 
ls. lOd. a week. In addition to the father's 
house rent of 4s. 2d. a week. If the man 
dies the wife can earn her living while 
finding food and shelter for herself anil her 
children In the home at even lower rates. 



THE CANADIAN FORCES. 

With Its Issue of November 3 the Army 
and Navy Gazette, IS York street, London. 
W. C, will publish II colored plate showing 
types of the Canadian army. Representa- 
tives of no less than nine regiments are 
given in the picture, Including the Royal 
Canadian Regiment. Northwest Mounted 
Police, Royal Canadian Dragoons, a gunner 
In the picturesque winter kit of the Royal 
Canadian Artillery, the Tenth Grenadiers 
and others. The coloring and grouping of 
the figures are very striking, and the plate 
forms a remarkable reminder of the splen- 
did troops of the Dominion which render- 
ed such signal service In the light for the 
flag In South Africa.

"Do you call this the Nary Depart- 
ment?" said a visitor to Washington who 
was being shown through the executive 
departments. "Why it's a city." 

"No," replied his guide, "this isn't the 
Navy Department; it is only one of its 
divisions— .he Bureau of Navigation." 

The impression received by the visitor 
was not surprising. Each one of the 
great departments is a city in Itself. At -1 
o'clock the crowds which pour out of the 
immense buildings, some of which stretch 
over several blocks, would uiuke up a 
population for a good-sized town. One 
of the sights of Washington is the after- 
noon swarm which chokes up even the 
gigantic Pennsylvania Avenue, when the 
government employees go home. 

The first Impression one gets is that 
each Cabinet officer is the head uf a great 
factory, with hundreds uf employees. 
That is true in a measure, hut it is not 
all the truth. The great concern over 
which he presides is made up or several 
great divisions, each doing different work, 
lie is more like the head of several fac- 
tories. This description is not meant 
to upply to the branches of the service 
throughout the country, -which tire all 
under the control of the Secretary at 
Washington, but simply to tbe divisions 
immediately under him .in this city. 

The public hears continually of "bu- 
reaus" and "divisions" iu the various ex- 
ecutive departments, but few understand 
that each of these "bureaus" is itself a 
great department, under the control of a 
distinguished specialist, and having a 
large number of subdivisions, each con- 
taining many employees, some of whom 
are well-known anil prominent men. 

As an Instance of hqjv little the im. 
nieusity of these departments is under- 
stood by the general 'public a Western 
correspondent says that during the Span- 
ish war he was in the habit of getting 
the telegraphic order from his employ- 
ers: "See Corbin and ask him to give you 
the names of the killed and wounded in 
to-day's battle hailing from this state." 

The "Corbin" referred to is Adjt.-Gen. 
Corbin, the head of an immense depart- 
ment, with innumerable divisions. The 
great official machine over which he pre- 
sides- bears the modest and deceptive title 
of "tin? Adjutant General's office/ It 
suggests a couple of rooms, with a roll- 
tup desk, an office boy, a typewriter op- 
erator, and a few clerks. Yet this office 
is big enough to fill an ordinary building. 
It consists of several departments, ench 
devoted to some special branch of work, 
and it occupies several floors of the War 
Department Building. The information 
which the western newspaper wanted is 
to be found in the "Bolls Division," a 
division consisting of half a dozen offices; 
ench full of constantly busy clerks. It 
is about live minutes walk away from 
(Sen. Corhin's private office, and removed 
from it by two floors; to reach it one 
has to pass many busy offices, each doing 
the work of a special department, but 
all bearing on their doors the label "Ad- 
jutant General's Office." The Rolls Di- 
vision is the busiest in the department. 
Few of the officers and men in it seem to 
have time to sit down for more than a 
minute at a time. 

The recent controversy between Lieut. 
Gen. Miles and Brig. Gen. Bulllngtoii, 
probably suggested to newspaper readers 
unacquainted with Washington the idea 
of two officers, each witting in a private 
room with a clerk or two, and writing 
criticisms of each other to be reviewed by 
a secretary in the next room. The Or- 
dinance Bureau, of which Gen. Bufllng- 
ton is the chief, has all the dignity and 
influence of a great department. A con- 
troversy between Gen. Miles and an ex- 
ecutive officer of such authority as Gen. 
Hullington had all the importance which 
in the popular estimation would be at- 
tached to a eontliet between Gen. Miles 
and a Cabinet office-. 

In this lies the explanation of the lack 
of influence possessed by the commanding 
general of the army, whether he be Sher- 
man, Sheridan, or Miles. He is nomin- 
ally the Commiiiider-inOhief, but lie has 
no great department under him. Each 
of the bureau chief, though he be only a 
Brigadier General, is the head of a great 
business concern. The Lieutenant Gen- 
eral of the army has only a title. If lie 
had any great bureau under him, this ti- 
de would give him inlluence and impor- 
tance which would outweigh those of his 
nominal subordinate!*. As it is, the men 
of lesser rank, each a great magnate in 
his own line, have an inlluence in affairs 
which Is usually greater than that of 
their nominal superior. The Adjutant 
General's inlluence is greater than all, 
because he is the master spirit of all the 
bureaus. 

In the Navy Department the Bureaus 
of Navigation ami Equipment are each 
about as large as the Adjutant General's 
office. The Naval Intelligence office is 
a large department, which takes up a 
Whole Moor. dipt. Sigsbee, late of the 
Maine, is Its chief. The Elyilrographic 
office, of which Commander Todd is the 
Chief, is too extensive to find accom- 
modation in the Navy Department Build- 
ing and tills a two-storey building across 
the street. In addition it takes up a 
large share of one lluor of the Navy De- 
partment. It takes four pages of the 
Congressional Directory to enumerate 
the bureaus of the Navy Department 
and the names of their chiefs. Each of 
these bureaus it must be remembered, is 
practically a department in itself. 

The Bureau of Navigation is the best 
known of the naval divisions, becuusa 
most naval matter reach it first, and it 
is the great centre of information. But 
there are other bureaus ' which are even 
larger, they in turn being divided into 
divisions and bureaus, ench under a 
chief of its own. 

A better idea may be obtained of the 
great importance of these bureaus by 
taking the ease of the interior Depart- 
ment. The General Land Office, the 
Patent Office. thcBureait of Pensions, the 
Office of Indian Affairs, the Office of 
Education, the Census Office, and other 
cilices are simply sub-bureaus of this 
great department. Some of their chiefs 
are as important lis Cabinet officers. 

The Bureau of Pensions occupies a big 
building all by itself. It is as large as 
an office building, and is surrounded by 
it large park, known by the modest title 
of Pension Bureau Grounds. This one 
bureau of a department takes up many 
blocks. It is not a very beautiful build- 
ing, and the following conversation is 
alleged to have occurred between Gen. 
Sheridan and Gen. Meigs when the latter 
took the former to see it after its erec- 
tion: 

.Meigs (eiithusinsticiilly — What do you 
think of it. General? 



Sheridan c(ritically) — I seejmly one 
thing the mutter with it. Genial. 

Meigs (anxiously)— What's lat, Gen- 
eral V 

Sheridan (critically)— I seeonly one 
The Census Office also oceup-s a large 
building, several blocks awayfroni the 
Pension Burenu. In fact, of I the vast 
bureaus in the Department t the In- 
terior, there is room for only ne in the 
department building, though tl latter is 
immense in size. That bureau : the Pat- 
ent Office. The Land OQice.the Rail- 
road Office, and the Office f Indian 
Affairs lill the old Post OUlc building. 
The Geological Survey has a uilding to 
itself on F street, and the Ollb of Edu- 
cation is located about a blck away 
from the Secretary's office. he minor 
bureaus which take up the rou not oc- 
cupied by the Patent office, o? the Ap- 
pointment, Disbursing, India. Lands 
and Railroads, Patents and liscellan- 
eous. Stationery and Printir. Indian 
Territory, and Document Divions, and 
the Board of Pension Appeals 

The Post Office Departiuent.vhioh has 
more employees than any otlr, is the 
most compact in Washington. Its vari- 
ous bureaus and sub-division are like 
vast machines. 

All of the departments arcsimllarly 
divided. The smallest of all iihe State 
Department, but even that In several 
bureaus. In addition to the Cbinot Of- 
fices, there are several less witly known 
departments, such as the Labi Depart- 
ment, which are not sub-divide into bu- 
reaus, but each of which is abut as big 
an institution as a bureau of oe of the 
Executive Departments.

I5y kind permission Of the publishers 
of the Mining Kecoril 1 am enabled to 
reproduce .here mi excellent photograph of 
the interior .of the Cariboo Hydraulic 
Company's melting room at Bullion, the 
photo also given u good idea of the size 
of the enormous gold-ingot produced from 
the first clean-up this seasoil.

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ANOTHER ritOMISIXO CAMP 
NEAR NELSON. 
An interesting description is given in 
the Nelson Tribune of recent date of tho 
Bird creek district which appears to be a 
very promising free-milling locality. Bird 
creek entera Kootenay river between 
Forty-nine and River creeks and was ori- 
ginally worked by the placer miners who 
-washed along Forty-nine, Rover and tho 
other creeks iu the vicinity a quarter of 
a century ago. As late as 1880 the 
placer claims were worked by Chinamen, 
■who took much gold from the creek. In 
1800 a cloud burst came down the creek 
the indications of which remain to-day 
in the shape of great boulders piled up in 
tho channel. The water tore off the 
banka for many foot, revealing the for- 
mation and uncovering several ledges of 
ore. These have since been more or less 
developed, by prospectors, the ore which 
occurs in veins varying in width from 
a few inches to several feet, carrying 
gold values of from $6 to as high as Sl'iO. 
The Bird creek section is certain, in the 
near future, to attract the attention of 
capital. 

NEDSON'S PRODUCING MINES. 

With the exception of the Silver King 
practically all the mines in the Nelson 
district are gold mines aud many of them 
free-milling properties. The principal 
producers are the Ymir, near the town of 
the same name; the Athabasca, two miles 
south of Nelson; the Duncan mines six 
miles southwest of Nelson; the Yellow- 
stone, ten miles east of Salmo; and the 
Bunker Hill, fifteen miles up the Pen 
d'Oreille river from Waneta. All these 
mines have their own mills run by water 
power. The Ymir mill has 80 stamps, 
the Athabasca 10, the Duncan mines 110, 
the Yellowstone 10 and the Bunker Hill 
10; or a totnl of 130 stamps, falling 
steadily on ore that is classed as free- 
milling. Of the values, fully 75 percent, 
is eaved on the plates, is retorted at the 
mill, and shipped either direct or through 
the banks to the United States govern- 
ment assay office at Helena, Montana. 
The remainder of the values are saved 
in the concentratee, which are treated at 
the smelters at Trail and Nelson. The 
value of the ore milled varies. The 
greater part of it will average about $10 
n. ton -while some of it goes as high as $40 
When run continuously the mills treat 



ROSS LAND ENTERPRISES. 

With very commendable enterprise n 
school of mines was established a year or 
so ago, in Rosslond by private subscrip- 
tion and it is gratifying to learn that the 
government has recognized the value of 
the institution by granting two thousand 
dollars towards its maintenance. Mean- 
while a sum of money has already been 
raised in Rosslnnd towards organizing a 
chamber of mines in that town to co-op- 
erate with the local board of trade. The 
intention is to employ a permanent sec- 
retary who shall devote his entire time 
to his duties. lie will collect data and 
make up statistics. The chamber will 
not only build up this camp but will alno 
look after the interests of the other min- 
ing sections of British Columbia. It will 
in no sense bo narrow, but will lie wide 
in its scope, feeling that the building up 
of any portion of the mining section in 
beneficial to all the oilier portions. Visi- 
tors to the camp will be taken care of 
and shown around the different mines, 
so that they may be informed as to the. 
different resources of the camp. A fund 
of at least $5,000 in to be raised to start 
with and all who are interested in the 
development of the mining resources anil 
the upbuilding of the camp and who will 
profit thereby are expected to contribute 
toward the fund. 

It would be an excellent idea if other 
important mining or trade centres would 
follow Rossland's lead in this matter. A 
chamber of mines might well be estab- 
lished in Nelson. Greenwood, Vancouver, 
Victoria and perhaps in Fort Steele and 
Rcvelstoke and work both dependency 
and independently in the interests of the 
mining industry. 

THE WEEK AT ROSSLAND. 
With this week's shipments the pro- 
duction of the Rossland camp for the pre- 
sent year to date just passes last year's 
record, and as there yet remain betwen 
six and seven weeks of 1000 the increase 
should not fall far short of fifty thous- 
and tons. At the 1m Roi it has been 
found necessary to reduce the working 
force for the time being, owing to the 
f,ict that the smelter at Northport in un- 
able to handle the large quantity of ore 
which has been taken down and is block- 
ing the stopes. Tho Kootenay mines 
have beeu closed down while the com- 
pressor is placed on a new foundation.

At the lat- 
ter date the total drifts and connected 
workings exaggerated 2.570 ft.; the total 
ore shipped was 7,700 tons, and the re- 
torns from smelter had amounted to

I In taking hold of the property, we 
, therefore bad very little crude galena 
; ore to work upon, and although there 
. was a large amount of low grade mater- 
ial in siirbt, we had no plant with which 
to treat it. 

Development was then vigorously 
pushed and shipments of ore were con- 
l tinned to December 1st, 1808. with tho 
1 result that 012 tons were shipped, yield- 
ing $26,065 from smelter, or at the rate 
of $44.00 per ton, the grade averaging 
the same ns under the old owners. 
I To September 1st, 1000, our surveys 
1 cVmn- total drifting done by us t.i be 
2,275 ft., of which 285 ft. only rmve 
been done since June 1st, 1800, the 
mine having been shnt down from that 
date to Mnrch 1st. 1000. 

The genernl result of our development 
hns shown that although we have had 
more or less nlmost continuously, both 
clean galena and mill feed, the average

When Payer wit to the coast of East 
Gieenlnnd In 1S< with Koldewny on the 
stfamer German! the most Important dis- 
covery they man wkr Franz Josef fiord 
n id the mountnlnJiat stands near Its head. 
Pjyer described the magnificence of the 
flird. which he ud was n combination of 
luge walls, dee erosion fissures, wild 
p'nks. mighty tcvassed glaciers, racing 
t«rrents and wattfnlls." It happened to be 
tie wnrmest of Actlc summer wenther and 
Payer related tilt the sailors, overcome 
bv the heat, fell Ito n lotharElo sleep from 
•wh'cTi It was ulffiilt to arouse them. Payer 
rained the pyruniln'1 mountain rlslne near 
Its wcBtern end lount Potermnnn. nnd it 
Ins lone Tieen suposed to be the hlchest 
.■nountnln In Greeland. His first determin- 
ation of its belgh was 14.000 feet, but his 
Inter survey gave!2.400 feet. As it rls-es 
from sea level ltswhole helcht comes into 
view nnd It is, d course, a very Impres- 
sive object. 

But I'ayeT mndi a fatal blunder In his 



enlenlntlons. As he stood on Payer point, 
far to the east, he took the ancle to the top 
of the mountain and estimated the distance 
to the mountain top. The estimate was 
very erroneous nnd the result was that his 
determination of the helcht was greatly ex 
npceriited. These facts were discovered 
by Mr. Nathorst last year: and according to 
i his high authority the height of the sum- 
mit Is between S.200 and !i.O0O feet above 
sea level. Thus the mountain can no longer 
be called the hlchest mountain In Green- 
land, though Us height Is not yet exaetlv 
deternilned; and this natural monument to 
the great explorer Is not quite so cons- 
picuous ns It was thought to be. 

Out the other case Is worse yet. for the 
supposed bit of earth, that was also named 
bv Payer after the geographer, cannot be 
found to exist. The official report of the 
Duke of Abruzzl on his explorations In 
FYiiiih Josef Land confirms the fact, hither- 
to suspected, that King Osenr Land and 
Petermnnn Land do not exist. In the spring 
of 1874 Paver stood on Cape Fligely, which 
lone remained the hlchest land ever at- 
tained in the Old World. To the far west 
n ad north he saw what he thought were 
blue mountain ranges indicating masses of 
land. He named those to the west King 
Osnir Land, and those to the north reter- 
iiianii Land. There Is nothing to do now 
but to expunge them from the maps. Sim- 
ilar blunders have more than once been 
made In polar hinds. Probably the decep- 
tive appearances that Payer saw were noth- 
ing more than lines of Icebergs.
